While the closest prior art discloses a recording buffer with a predetermined capacity for 
storing image data prior to transferring the image data to a removable storage medium, under the 
control of a system controller which determines characteristics of the removable storage medium 
and optimizes the capacity of the recording buffer by controlling an input write speed to the 
buffer and an output transfer speed to the storage medium; the closest prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest an electronic camera comprising a shooting unit for shooting a subject image to 
generate image data; a continuous shooting memory and a display memory for temporarily 
storing said image data yet to be completed of processing; and the data recorder comprising a 
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recording unit, condition determining unit, and optimizing unit for recording image data 
generated by said shooting unit, and wherein said optimizing unit included in the data recorder 
optimizes the capacity of said recording buffer by allocating an area of said continuous shooting 
memory to said recording buffer according to said right condition or wherein said optimizing 
unit included in the data recorder optimizes the capacity of said recording buffer by allocating an 
area of said display memory to said recording buffer according to said right condition.
